Flossie 
Starling  —  she's  probably  watching  to- 
night.  I  went  to  see  her  ...  and  I  humiliated 
myself.    I  wouiid  up  with  notliing  to  do  but  join 
the  Marine  Corps." 

Read  Art's  toucliing  new  book.  Leaving  Home,  A 
Memoir  (Putnam,  1993),  and  you'll  learn  all  about  Flossie 
Starling. 

Their  story  began  in  1942  at  the  Mount  Washington 
Hotel  in  New  Hampshire  where  Art  and  Hossie  both  held 
summer  jobs.    The  hotel  was  a  very  elegant  one  wliich 
catered  to  some  of  the  world's  richest  and  most  influential 
people.    Art  was  a  bellhop.   Of  that  summer,  he  writes: 

I  liked  wearing  a  vmiform  and  I  enjoyed  the  people  I 
worked  with  very  much.    I  particularly  enjoyed  tlie 
company  of  a  waitress  named  Flossie  StarUng.   She  was  a 
student  at  Tlie  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greens- 
boro [then,  WC],  and  she  drove  me  mad  with  her  South- 
ern accent.   There  was  no  place  to  go  at  night  except  the 
woods  or  the  hotel  golf  course.  ... 

Rossie  and  I  got  into  heavy  petting  on  our  first  date. 
It  took  place  on  the  eighteenth  hole  of  the  golf  course, 
only  several  inches  from  the  cup.    Hossie  would  not  give 
me  any  sexual  favors,  but  it  didn't  matter  because  I  fell  in 
love  ... 

The  surruner  went  by,  and  before  we  knew  it,  it  was 
time  to  go  back  to  where  we'd  come  from.  Hossie  and  I 
parted  in  an  embrace,  vowing  that  no  matter  what 
happened  we  would  always  love  each  other.    I  don't  recall 
if  there  were  tears  or  not,  but  the  message  we  whispered 
to  each  other  was  clear.   This  was  the  beginning  —  not  the 
end. 

By  the  time  summer  turned  to  fall,  war  was  raging  on 
and  Art  was  determined  to  join  the  Marines  —  though 
underaged  and  without  his  father's  consent.    Rrmrung 
away  from  home  and  Irigh  school,  he  fantasized  a  stop  in 
Greensboro  where  Hossie  would  beg  him  not  to  go,  then, 
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seeing  his  patriotic  determination, 
would  run  along  the  platform  at  his 
train,  calling,  "1  love  you,  my  darUng 
Arthur.    Come  back  alive." 


ut  that's  not  the  way  it 
happened: 

I  never  wavered  from  my 
goal,  which  was  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina,  where  Rossie 
was  attending  the  university, 
wliich  at  that  time  was  an  all-girls' 
school.    It  was  a  Friday  afternoon 
when  I  arrived  at  Flossie's  dormi- 
tory [Woman's  Hall].    My  surprise 
was  complete.    She  couldn't 
believe  that  1  would  show  up 
without  notifying  her. 

...  She  demanded  to  know 
what  1  was  doing  there.   I  told  her 
that  1  hitclihiked  all  the  way  from 
New  York  to  say  good-bye  to  her 
before  enlisting  in  the  Marines. 

"Did  it  ever  occur  to  you  I 
might  have  other  plans?"  she 
asked. 

It  hadn't. 

"A  boy  from  VMI  is  coming 
down  this  weekend  for  the  Fall 
Hop,  and  1  am  going  out  with 
him." 

"Don't  those  nights  on  the 
eighteenth  hole  of  the  golf  course 
mean  anytliing  to  you?"  I  asked. 

"That  was  summer,"  she 
replied,  in  an  exasperated  voice.

Art  consented  only  because  he 
was  so  desperate  to  be  near  Hossie. 
Rossie' s  roommate  was  Sylvia 
Cohen,  now  Sylvia  C.  Lowen  '43  of 
Binghamton,  NY. 

The  night  of  the  dance,  Flossie 
breezed  into  the  ballroom  as 
gorgeous  as  I  had  ever  seen  her, 
with  the  VMI  cadet  in  dress 
uniform  at  her  side.  ...  Flossie's 
roomie  liked  me  just  as  much  as  I 
liked  her,  which  communicated 
itself  in  stony  silence.   I  never 
heard  a  word  she  said,  because  my 
eyes  were  always  on  Rossie.   No 
one  has  ever  accused  me  of  being 
Fred  Astaire,  so  I  couldn't  even  put 
the  VMI  guy  to  shame  with  my 
jitterbugging. 


The  dance  ended  and  we  went 
to  a  roadhouse  [Hossie  now 
confirms  it  was  the  Boar  &  Castle] 
for  hamburgers  and  milkshakes. 
There  were  about  three  other 
couples  with  us.   The  VMI  twit  had 
a  convertible,  and  my  date  and  I 
piled  into  the  back  seat.   I  sat  on  a 
pint  of  liquor.    Feeling  its  shape 
with  my  hand,  I  made  up  my  mind 
that  Rossie's  lips  would  never 
touch  the  bottle  and  I  placed  it 
where  I  could  steal  it  when  I  left 
the  car. 

That  pint  would  play  an  impor- 
tant role  in  Art's  life  the  next  morn- 
ing. He  used  it  to  bribe  a  derehct  in 
downtown  Greensboro  to  forge  his 
father's  name  on  his  erdistment 


with  my  roommate?" 


Buchwald's  Visit  to  Greensboro  Was  a  Graduation  Gift 

There's  another  connection  between  Art  Buchwald  and  a  UNCG  alumna.   It's 
Linda  Mortensen  '93  MA.  Linda  and  her  husband,  Rod,  have  known  Art  for 
years;  all  three  participate  in  Renaissance  Weekend,  that  annual  think-fast/play- 
hard  experience  in  Hilton  Head,  SC,  made  famous  for  two  other  participants, 
Bill  and  Hillary  Clinton. 

When  Art  learned  of  Linda's  December  '93  graduation,  he  asked  what  he 
could  give  her  to  celebrate  the  occasion.  Along  with  a  stuffed  animal  holding  a 
diploma,  he  offered  a  wonderfully  expensive  present:   "I'm  going  to  give  you 
me,"  he  announced.    He  waived  his  usual  speaking  fees  and  told  Linda  she 
could  use  him  at  fundraisers  for  the  charities  of  her  choice. 

Art  was  in  Greensboro  February  6-7,  dazzling  audiences  wherever  he  went. 
He  gave  two  special  performances  to  benefit  Planned  Parenthood  of  the  Triad 
and  Triad  Health  Project.  The  first  was  a  black  tie  dinner  at  the  home  of  Sally 
and  Alan  Cone.  Sally  Schindel  Cone  '72,  just  ended  a  term  on  the  University's 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  following  night.  Art  gave  a  performance  at  the  Carolina 
Theatre,  preceded  by  a  champagne  reception. 


papers.    By  noon  he  had  been  sworn 
in  as  a  U.S.  Marine.

You  were  dreaming.  Art. 


ime  passed.  Art 
served  honorably  in 
the  Pacific,  enrolled 
at  the  University  of 
Southern  Califor- 
nia (sans  high 
school  diploma),  lived  a 
journalist's  fantasy  in  Paris, 
became  Washington's  wise 
guy,  and  the  rest  is  PuUtzer 
Prize-winning  history. 
Hossie  married  her 
VMI  cadet,  settled  into  Oak 
Ridge,  TN,  as  a  teacher, 
and  raised  five  kids. 

Interestingly,  it  was  Sylvia,  Art's 
surrogate  dance  date,  who  stayed  in 
touch  with  Art  through  the  years. 
And  because  Rossie  and  Sylvia 
remained  fast  friends,  Flossie  knew 
all  about  Art's  career  rise.    In  time 
his  witty  writings  gained  a  public 
foUowmg,  and  his  newspaper  fame 
made  him  easy  to  keep  up  with. 
Every  now  and  again  the  name  of  liis 
old  flame  would  reappear  in  print; 
one  was  an  article  entitled  "Flossie, 
I'll  Never  Forget  You." 

Along  about  1989  Flossie 
visited  Sylvia.    While  there,  Sylvia 
telephoned  Art  and  he  and  Flossie 


talked  to  each  other  for  the  first  time 
since  1942.   He  told  her  he  was 
writing  his  memoirs:    "You're  going 
to  be  famous  for  making  out  with  me 
on  the  eighteenth  hole  of  the  golf 
course."    He  later  sent  her  the  book's 
galleys  to  prove  it. 

"Well,  it  was  all  somewhat 
embellished,"  Rossie  told  Alumni 
NeiL's.    "I  don't  reinember  bemg  as 
mean  as  Art  portrayed  me  in  his 


book."  After  all,  she  confessed,  they 
really  were  in  love.    "Art  has  always 
maintained  our  love  affair  was  a  one- 
sided deal,  but  it  really  wasn't.   1 
loved  liim,  too,  but  just  didn't  talk 
about  it." 

When  Leaving  Home  was  pub- 
hshed,  Rossie  said,  "1  think  it 
shocked  my  friends  and  family.    I 
had  never  told  anyone  about  Art." 

And  in  fact.  Art  and  Rossie 
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hadn't  seen  each  other  during  all 
those  passing  years. 


hat  was  to  change  in 
1994. 

The  prospects  of 
returning  to  Greens- 
boro for  speaking 
engagements  last 
February  must  have  brought  Art  a 
flood  of  memories.    He  dared  to 
surprise  Hossie  once  again  and 
invited  her  as  his  guest  for  a  long 
weekend  in  Greensboro.    Hossie 
accepted. 

"He  probably  remembers  me  as 
a  quiet,  Southern  girl,"  Hossie  said 
before  their  reunion.    "WeU,  I'm  not 
that  anymore." 

With  Art's  separation  from  his 
wife,  and  Hossie's  long-passed 
divorce,  a  question  of  romance 
lingered.    "1  guess  he  had  some 
unfinished  business,"  Hossie  said. 
Hossie  loaded  her  Blazer  and 
made  the  seven-hour  trip  to  Greens- 


Hossie  Recalls  the  Summer  of  '42 

Hossie  has  "gentler"  memories  of  their  summer 
at  Mount  Wasliington  Hotel  in  Bretton  Woods,  NH: 

We  worked  very  hard,  had  long  hours,  with  little  time  off. 
Still  Art  and  I  managed  to  spend  a  good  deal  of  time  together. 
From  the  moment  we  met  we  were  the  best  of  friends.    We 
spent  many  hours  hiking  the  ten  thousand  acres  of  woodlands 
and  meadows  of  Mt.  Washington.   It  was  a  very  special  time 
and  place  for  both  of  us.    We  did  all  the  things  innocents  did 
in  those  days:    Walked  miles  on  the  logging  roads  that 
crisscrossed  the  area,  gathered  wildflaivers  (my  hobby),  talked 
many  hours  about  our  future.   And  we  were  as  good  as  tioo 
young  people  can  be  who  are  wandering  around  with  no 
chaperone." 


boro  through  a  driving  rain.    "It  took 
me  so  long  to  get  there  and  get 
settled  into  the  Sheraton,  that  1  just 
stretched  out  for  an  afternoon  nap. 
About  5:00  the  phone  rang,  and,  of 
course,  it  was  Art.   He  asked  me  to 
come  to  his  room  and  1  went.   He 
opened  the  door,  and  oh,  he  grabbed 
me  and  hugged  me  and  kissed  me. 
It  was  great."    Giggles  fluttered 
through  her  narrative  as  she  de- 
scribed their  reunion. 

"It  was  so  nice  to  see  him  again," 
she  said.    "He  was  the  same  person, 
only  famous.   It  was  as  if  we  had 
seen  each  other  only  recently." 

"Art  later  told  me  he  had  some 
anxieties,"  Flossie  said,  noting  her 
own  apprehensions.    "He  said  he 
didn't  know  what  to  expect.   I  had 
seen  him  on  television,  so  I  knew 
more  about  him  than  he  did  about 
me.    But  he  told  me  I  was  beautiful: 
'I  had  no  idea  that  you'd  look  like 
you  do.'"    Hossie  attributes  her 
youthful  appearance  to  two  things: 
Physical  activity  (she  walks,  gardens. 


kayaks,  and  does  aerobics)  and 
teaching  ("Young  people  keep  you 
young,"  she  said  of  her  twenty-four- 
year  tenure). 

Art's  whirlwind  schedule  in 
Greensboro  precluded  much  time  for 
private  talk.    The  only  chances  for 
catching-up  took  place  between  book- 
signing  sessions,  dinners,  receptions, 
and  his  speaking  engagement  at  the 
Carolina  Theatre.    Hossie  accompa- 
nied him  through  it  all,  and,  just  like 
at  the  dance  more  than  fifty-one  years 
earlier,  she  caught  him  sneaking 
looks  at  her. 


lorence  Leola  Starling 
'43  grew  up  in  Pine 
Level,  NC,  a  small 
Johnston  County  town 
between  Goldsboro  and 
Smithfield.    When  she 
came  to  WC  in  1939  there  were  only 
2,400  students.    She  moved  into  Gray 
Hall  as  a  freshman,  then  spent  four 
years  in  Woman's. 
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"We  were  well  looked  after,"  she 
recalls,  noting  a  fondness  for  her 
housemothers.    "And  we  got  a 
wonderful  education,  too." 

Flossie  was  an  art  education 
major;  she  studied  drawing  and 
painting  under  Mrs.  Helen  Thrush, 
learned  photography  under 
Dr.  Anna  Reardon,  and  discussed 
philosophy  of  education  with 
Dr.  Franklin  McNutt.    These  aca- 
demic experiences  stood  her  well  for 
a  rewarding  teaching  career  in 
Tennessee. 

In  college,  Flossie  joined  the 
Education  Club,  the  Square  Dance 
Club,  the  YWCA  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, and  was  a  member  of  the 
College  Band.  She  worked  in  the 
College  dining  halls  all  four  years 
and  spent  her  summers  gainfully 
employed,  according 
to  her  student 
records: 
"...  one 
sum- 
mer 
teaching  Bible 


School,  one  summer  at  State  College 
...  in  a  statistics  office,  one  summer 
waiting  on  tables  at  a  summer 
resort." 

Art  Buchwald  knows  about  that 
last  one. 


rt  and  Flossie  have 
sometl"dng  else  in 
common  besides 
their  1942  summer  jobs. 
Depression. 

Art  has  had  two 
severe  bouts  of  depression,  the  most 
recent  throwing  liim  down  in  the  late 
80s.   He  teUs  about  this  in  Leaving 
Home  and  discussed  it  in  his  speak- 
ing engagements  in  Greensboro.    He 
encourages  his  followers  to  get  their 
skeletons  out  of  the  closet  and  talk 
about  the  pain  in  their  Hves. 

For  Art,  the  skeleton  was  his 
mother.    Until  well  past  middle 
age  he  lied  about  her,  saying  she 
died  at  his  birth.   In  truth,  she  was 
institutionahzed  with  mental 


problems  soon  after  Art  was  born. 
Art  never  met  her.   He  and  his  sisters 
were  shuffled  through  a  series  of 
orphanages  and  foster  homes,  seeing 
their  father,  a  drapery-maker,  a 
couple  of  hours  on  Sxmdays. 

Hossie's  story  is  about  her  son. 
His  struggle  with  clinical  depression 
has  not  been  easy  on  her,  but  Hossie 
has  focussed  her  energies  on  helping 
others  combat  depression.    She 
volunteers  with  the  National  Alliance 
for  the  Mentally  111,  an  organization 
begun  by  parents  of  a  mentally  ill 
child.    The  national  conference  this 
year  is  in  July,  and  Hossie  has  agreed 
to  select  the  keynoter.    Her  choice? 
Art  Buchwald. 


Art  Enthralled  '67  Graduates 
Recounting  Story  of  Flossie 

Flossie  hasn't  been  on  campus  since  her  graduation  in  1943. 

But  Art  Buchwald  has.  He  was  the  commencement  speaker  in 
1967  —  the  University's  seventy-fifth  year.  He  recounts  the  story  in 
Leaving  Home: 

...  I  received  a  call  from  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Greensboro,  which  was  coed  by  then,  asking  me 
to  speak  at  their  commencement.  They  were  unaware  of  my 
previous  connection  with  the  school. 

I  said  that  I  would  love  to  be  their  speaker.   Instead  of 
giving  the  boilerplate  pabulum,  my  entire  talk  was  about  my 
1942  adventure  at  the  school.   I  spoke  of  Flossie  with  warm 
affection  and  of  my  drunken  "father"  with  great  nostalgia.   I 
described  everything  just  as  I  have  here.  The  audience  was 
transfixed.   It  was  unlike  any  school  speech  they  had  heard 
before.   I  was  assured  afterward  by  several  graduating 
students  that  the  story  of  Flossie  would  inspire  them  in  their 
future  life.  The  faculty  thanked  me  for  making  the  commence- 
ment one  to  remember.   No  runaway  had  ever  had  the 
opportunity  to  return  to  the  scene  of  one  of  his  greatest 
humiliations  and  be  received  with  such  acclaim.

New  Building  Can  Push 
Music  School  to  Top 


The  long-awaited  and  much  - 
needed  new  building  for  the 
UNCG  School  of  Music  will 
help  the  School  graduate  better 
musicians,  in  the  opinion  of  Dean 
Arthur  Tollefsbn.  But  that's  not  all. 
Vastly  iiyiproved  concert  halls 
will  make  the  School  a  regular 
and  more  visible  part  of  the  cultural 
life  of  the  Triad  and  the  state  as  a 
whole. 

It  wUl  posihon  the  School  to 
break  into  the  premier  ranks  of 
university  music  schools  on  a 
national  scale,  joining  the  likes  of  the 
Eastman  School,  the  University  of 
Indiana,  University  of  Miclii- 

University  of  Illinois, 
University  of  North 
Texas. 
The 


build- 
ing will 

permit  pioneering  research 
by  the  faculty  and  will  make  the 
School  even  more  competitive  on  a 


state,  regional,  and  national  basis  in 
attracting  top-flight  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students. 

The  new  building  can  do  all  this? 
It  certainly  can.  Dr.  Tollefson  says. 

"The  building  has  been  the 
missing  piece  in  our  program,"  he 
said.  "Our  facilities  have  held  us 
back.  With  the  new  building,  we  are 
poised  to  take  off.  Improvements 
across  the  board  will  be  dramatic." 

Brown  Building  on  Tate  Street  at 
Walker  Avenue  on  the  east  side  of 
campus  has  been  the  School's 
principal  quarters  for  more  than 
sixty  years.  It  has  been  recognized  as 
inadequate  for  the  School's  needs  for 
at  least  twenty  years.  Last  year, 
CD.  Spangler,  president  of  the  UNC 
System,  called  conditions  there 
"appalling." 

To  accommodate  the  School's 
growth  in  enrollment  and  advances 
in  programming,  music  facihties  are 
scattered  across  campus  in  seven 
locations  wliich  include  several 
frame  houses  built  in  the  1920s.  One 
is  the  former  home  of  the  late 
Chancellor  Walter  CUnton  Jackson. 
Despite  the  inadequacies,  the  School

ranks  only  behind  Florida  State 
University  among  university  music 
schools  in  the  South.  UNCG  offers 
the  only  PhD  in  music  education  and 
doctor  of  music  in  performance 
degrees  in  North  Carolina,  and  it  has 
been  continuously  accredited  since 
1938.  The  faculty,  the  last  accredita- 
tion team  noted,  is  excellent.  But  a 
barrier  had  been  reached. 

"Good  teaching  alone  isn't 
enough  to  pull  a  good  music  school 
to  the  front  ranks,"  Dean  ToUefson 
said.  "Music  is 
like  the  sciences 
in  this  regard. 
Both  require 
space,  good 
facilities,  and 
good  equip- 
ment." 

The  new 
building  will 
have  plenty  of  B™*"  building 

soundproof  practice  rooms,  a  feature 
seemingly  basic  to  music  training  at 
the  university  level  but  which, 
incredibly,  the  School  lacks.  "Archi- 
tecturally sound-contained  practice 
rooms  promote  efficiency.  You  can 
hear  immediately  what's  not  quite 
right  and  start  making  the  adjust- 
ments.    State-of-the-art  recording 
and  video  equipment  will  also  make 
training  and  rehearsals  more  effi- 
cient and  more  intense.    We'll  be  able

to  fully  inte- 
grate computer- 
driven  innova- 
tions in  music 
instruction." 
Talented 
undergraduates 
will  become 
better  musicians,  faster.  "I  think  we 
will  turn  out  better  musicians  in  the 
futvire,"  the  dean  said. 

With  the  new  building  and 
improved  facilities,  the  School  likely 
will  become  more 
selective  in  the 
recruitment  and 
admission  of 
students.  Such 
selectivity  may  be 
most  noticeable  at 
the  undergradu- 
ate level  since  the 
pool  of  interested 
undergraduates, 
impressed  by  the  polish  of  a  new 
building,  will  almost  certainly 
enlarge  when  a  new  building  is  in 
place.  "Graduate  students,  on  the 
other  hand,    primarily  come  because 
they  want  to  study  with  a  particular 
faailty  member;    facilities  usually  are 
of  somewhat  less  importance,"  Dean 
Tollefson  said.  "At  the  graduate 
level,  we  already  recruit  nationally." 

All  instruction  also  will  be 
enhanced  by  having  books,  musical 
scores,  and  media  materials  in  one 
easily  accessible  place.  At  present, 
materials  are  split  between  Jackson 
Library  and  Brown  Building.  "We've 


"The  School's  outreach  into  the  profession 
at  the  highest  level  will  increase" 


had  an  untenable  situation  for  some 
time,"  he  said.  "Faculty  have  been 
unable  to  make  assignments  requir- 
ing the  simultaneous  use  of  books, 
scores,  and  listening  media  because 
it  was  an  unreasonable  expectation 
that  students  could  obtain  them  all  in 
a  timely  fashion.  This  will  no  longer 
be  the  case  in  the  new  building." 

Improved  recording  capabiHties 
open  new  opportunities  for  the 
School.  Some  performances  deserve 
to  be  both  recorded  and  distributed. 


"And  I  don't  see  why  there  couldn't  one 
day  be  a  public  radio  program  called, 
perhaps,  'Music  from  UNCG,'  " 
Dr.  ToUefson  said.  "We  have  plenty 
of  student  and  faculty  talent,  and  world- 
renowned  musicians  are

mances by  students,  faculty,  and 
guests  are  held  each  year  either  in 
Hart  Recital  Hall,  wliich  seats  258,  or

The  building  will  enliance  the 
visibility  of  the  School  and  the 
University.  "The  faculty  over  the 
years  has  been  very  active  m  profes- 
sional music  associations,"  Dr. 
Tollefson  said.  "We've  been  unable, 
given  our  facilities,  to  host  meetings 
of  associations  with  which  we  have 
close  ties. 


"Strong 
interest  in  meeting 
here  already  is 
present  among 
some  associa- 
tions," he  said. 
"Within  a  week  after  the  bond 
referendum  for  the  building  passed, 
I  received  an  inquiry  from  a  major 
professional  organization  asking 
when  they  could  expect  to  meet  on 
our  campus.  1  know  it  will  snowball. 
The  School's  outreach  into  the 
profession  at  the  highest  level  will 
increase.  The  prestige  will  benefit 
our  students  and  the  University  as  a 
whole."

Chancellor  William  Moran  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Board  in  January 
to  convey  on  behalf  of  the  University  its 
gratitude  for  the  work  and  assistance  the 
Association  put  forth  in  securing  passage  of 
the  bonds  that  will  finance  the  $23.4  million 
music  building.  It  will  be  the  largest 
academic  building  on  campus. 

"Had  the  bond  referendum  not 
succeeded,  it  would  have  been  a  long  time 
before  the  building  became  a  reality,"  the 
Chancellor  said.  Its  position  as  a  priority 
among  UNC  System  projects  would  have 
been  replaced  by  other  buildings  at  other 
campuses. 

To  help  secure  passage  of  the 
statewide  bond  referendum,  the  Alumni 
Board  had  approved  the  expenditure  of 
$5,000  for  a  campaign  to  educate  voters  on 
the  critical  need  for  a  new  building  for  the 
UNCG  School  of  Music.  Bonds  earmarked 
for  the  School  of  Music  were  part  of  a 


$310  million  bond  package  for  University 
System  improvements. 

In  addition  to  the  contribution, 
alumni  across  the  state  worked  in  their 
communities  on  behalf  of  the  bond 
package,  distributing  brochures,  and 
building  support. 

Four  alumni  worked  at  a  booth  at  the 
State  Fair:  JoAnne  Smart  Drane  '60  and 
Martha  Keravuori  '61,  both  of  Raleigh; 
Alumni  President  Anne  Hayes  Tate  '68, 
Smithfield;  and  Alumni 
Association  Executive 
Secretary  Brenda 
Meadows  Cooper  '65  of 
Greensboro.  They 
worked  two  consecutive 
Sundays,  and  more  than 
300  people  an  hour 
stopped  by  the  booth  for 
information  on  the 
referendum. 
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Music  on 
Market  Street 


Site  Will  Showcase  New  Building 
On  One  of  City's  Busiest  Streets 

The  location  of  the  new  building  for 
the  School  of  Music  on  the  north  side  of 
campus  near  a  heavily  traveled  Greens- 
boro thoroughfare,  Market  Street, 
assures  the  School  and  the  University  of 
a  more  visible  presence  in  the  city. 

And  that's  a  big  reason  why  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees  chose  the 
site  at  Market  and  Mclver  streets. 

Although  concern  was  expressed 
about  the  distance  of  the  location  from 
the  present  academic  core  of  the  Univer- 
sity, where  music  majors  also  attend 
classes,  trustees  felt  that  the  ten-minute 
walk  would  not  be  an  intolerable  burden. 
A  transportation  system  could  perhaps  be 
worked  out. 

Architects  for  the  building  will  be 
Calloway,  Johnson  and  Moore  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, in  partnership  with  the 
Mathes  Group  of  New  Orleans,  specialists 
in  university  music  facilities.  A  bound 
"program  statement,"  one-half-inch  thick, 
details  the  School's  requirements  for  a 
new  building  and  will  serve  as  the  basis 
for  the  initial  designs.  The  building  will 
likely  contain  about  163,000  square  feet. 
It  will  have  a  footprint  which  will  ease  the 
movement  of  equipment  and  instruments 
—  pianos,  for  instance  —  between 


rehearsal  and  performance  spaces.  The 
design  will  come  before  the  Board  for 
approval. 

The  building  will  displace  a  paved 
parking  lot;  however,  plans  call  for  a 
parking  structure  to  be  built  next  to  the 
site.  And,  depending  on  the  building's 
orientation,  Peabody  Park  could  serve  as 
a  backdrop,  enhancing  its  presence  and 
appearance.  It  will  be,  one  trustee  noted, 
a  signature  building  for  the  University. 


Symposium  on  Poland 


What  are  the  prospects  for  Poland's  post-commu- 
nist future?  How  can  its  citizens  endure  the  side  effects 
of  rapid  economic  evolution,  political  decentralization, 
social  dislocation,  and  international  positioning?  Can 
Poland  find  suitable  models  in  the  United  States  upon 
which  to  build  strength? 

Such  questions  were  in  mind  earlier  this  year  when 
the  University  community  centered  its  attention  on 
contemporary  Poland. 


Collaborative  efforts  across  the  campus  brought 
together  scholars,  artists,  politicians,  and  emigres  to 
enrich  understanding  of  Polish  culture.    The 
Weatherspoon  Art  Gallery,  the  Office  of  International 
Programs,  and  the  departments  of  art,  German  and 
Russian,  political  science,  and  sociology  formed  a 
partnership  to  sponsor  a  diverse  inquiry. 


A  fiill-day  symposium  on  contempormy 
Poland  explored  the  perspectives  of  Polish 
scholars,  authors,  sociologists,  representa- 
tives of  the  Polish-American  Society,  and 
others  with  expertise  and  knowledge  about 
Poland.  University  faculty  served  as 
moderators  in  four  panel  discussions. 

Rosemary  Yardley  '78  MA  was  there. 
A  columnist  for  the  Greensboro  News  & 
Record,  she  teaches  journalism  in  the 
English  Department  at  IINCG.    Her 
comments  fiivn  the  si/niposhan  appeared  in 
the  newspaper  on  January  26,  1994: 


hat  emerged  from  the 
seminar  was  an  unmis- 
takable tone  of  opti- 
mism. Unlike  Russia, 
where  the  economic 
future  looks  bleak  and 
democracy  seems  shaky,  the  outlook 
for  Poland  is  brighter. 

I  would  not  have  drawn  this 
conclusion  when  I  visited  Poland  in 
1990  and  agam  in  1991.   Then,  the 
obstacles  confronting  Poland  seemed 
daunting. 

True,  the  plucky  Poles  had  been 
the  first  Soviet  sateUite  to  shake  off 
communism  and  hold  free  elections 
in  1989.   In  fact,  Stalin  once  said  that 


"to  govern  Poland  is  Uke  putting  a 
saddle  on  a  cow." 

But  the  legacy  of  almost  fifty 
years  of  cormiiunism  still  hung 
heavOy  over  Poland  when  I  was 
there. 

Its  paramount  problems  were 
how  to  establish  democracy  and  how 
to  switch  economic  systems  from 
communism  to  capitalism.    The 
economic  turnabout  had  never  been 
done  before  and  the  fallout,  particu- 
larly high  unemployment  caused  by 
outmoded  state  industries  shutting 
down,  would  unleash  economic  and 
social  distress. 

Making  matters  worse,  Poland 
had  no  patron.    East  Germany  could 
depend  on  prosperous  West  Ger- 
many for  financial  assistance  and 
guidance  over  the  rocky  shoals  of 
transition.    But  Poland  was  basically 
on  its  own. 

So  how  is  Poland  faring  after  five 
years  without  communism?    How 
strong  is  democracy  in  a  country 
with  so  little  precedent  for  free 
elections? 

Given  the  fact  that  no  democracy 


is  perfect,  said  Krzysztof  Jasiewicz,  a 
Polish-born  professor  now  teaching 
at  Washington  and  Lee  University, 
Poland's  democracy  is  remarkably 
strong. 

It's  the  only  former  Soviet 
sateUite  that  has  held  three  free 
elections.    And  while  Poland's 
politics  is  still  fragmented,  he  said, 
the  original  thirty  political  parties 
are  now  reduced  to  six.   And  while 
the  West  wishes  the  outcome  of 
recent  parliamentary  elections  had 
been  different,  the  winning  party  — 
namely  former  Communists  who 
now  call  themselves  the  Democratic 
Left  Alliance  —  are  actually  demo- 
cratic socialists  who  promise  not  to 
turn  back  the  clock. 

AU  of  these  political  develop- 
ments, emphasized  Jasiewicz, 
occurred  within  a  democratic 
framework  of  free  elections.    And  the 
political  changes  have  not  derailed 
Poland's  post-communist  economic 
and  foreign  policies. 

Another  positive  sign,  added 
Jasiewicz,  is  that  Poles  did  not  vote 
for  extremist  parties,  unlike  the 
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Russians  who  propelled  Vladimir 
Zhirinovsky  and  his  neo-fascists  to 
political  power. 

But  Poland  is  not  out  of  the 
woods.   To  its  east  lie  the  former 
republics  of  the  Soviet  Union  where 
political  instabihty  is  rampant  and 
where  Russia's  Zhirinovsky  &  Co. 
make  noises  about  reclaiming 
Russia's  lost  empire  (including 
Poland.) 

That  makes  Poland  understand- 
ably nervous.    For  centuries  it  has 
been  Europe's  permanent  battlefield, 
and  "that  unhappy  violent  history  is 
imprinted  on  the  Pohsh  psyche," 
explained  Eva  Wierzynsky,  the 
Washington  correspondent  for  a 
PoUsh  newspaper. 

Making  Poland  a  partner  in 
NATO,  she  said,  would  alleviate  this 
fear.    But,  alas.  President  Clinton 
rejected  the  idea,  fearing  it  would 
offend  the  Russians. 

Jasiewicz  phrased  the  NATO 
issue  more  sharply.  He  equated 
Clinton's  unwillingness  to  anger 
Russia  as  akin  to  "a  Munich  syn- 
drome whereby  Czechoslovakia  was 
sacrificed  to  appease  Hitler." 

Poland's  contemporary  problems 
did  not  entirely  dominate  the  UNCG 
seminar.    Mary  Erdmans,  a  UNCG 
sociologist,  described  the  great 
waves  of  Polish  migration  to 
America  beginning  at  the  turn  of  the 
century. 

And  Wlodzimierz  Wiktor, 
liimself  a  recent  emigre  and  a 
member  of  Raleigh's  Pohsh-Ameri- 
can  Society,  reminded  us  that 
thousands  of  Polish-Americans  Hve 
in  North  CaroUna.    And  they,  along 
with  millions  of  Polish-Americans, 
now  rejoice  that  Poland  is  at  long  last 
free. 


Polish  Sculptor's  'Heroic  Figure' 


Internationally-acclaimed  sculptor 
Magdalena  Abakanowicz  does  not 
consider  herself  a  political  artist.  Yet 
because  she  was  born  during  Poland's 
Pilsudski  regime,  her  artistic  maturity 
spans  the  political  sequences  from 
Hitler's  1939  invasion  through  its  post- 
Soviet  present.  "My  whole  life," 
Abakanowicz  said,  "has  been 
formed  and  deformed  by  wars 
and  revolutions  of  vahous  kinds, 
mass  hatred  and  mass  wor- 
ship." 

"...  Such  a  background," 
Time  magazine  art  critic 
Robert  Hughes  wrote,  "cannot 
help  giving  a  special  character 
to  a  sculptor's  use  of  the  'heroic 
figure,'  to  her  ideas  on  the 
body's  status  as  a  container  of 
aesthetic  feeling,  to  her  sense  of 
the  monumental." 

Weatherspoon's  expansive 
Gallery  7  held  five  groupings  of 
the  Abakanowicz  sculpture.  In 
one  set  were  the  interpretive 
bronze  heads  of  ten  hoofed 
mammals,  poised  as  if  galloping 
though  the  gallery.  Another 
grouping  of  four  massive  seated 
figures  —  headless  —  passed 
judgment  on  all  who  came  near. 
But  a  collection  of  thirty  human 
figures,  nearly  identical  but 
lifeless,  were  perhaps  the  most 
powerful  forms,  making  an 
unflinching  statement  on  the 
loss  of  individuality. 

The  exhibition,  curated  by 


Weatherspoon's  director,  Ruth  Beesch, 
traveled  this  spring  to  the  Rhode  Island 
School  of  Design  and  to  the  Palmer 
Museum  of  Art  at  Pennsylvania  State 
University.

Chancellor 
Resigns 

"AIM  Have  to  Offer,  I  Have  Offered" 


Chancellor  William  Moran 
stunned  the  University 
community  in  January  by 
announcing  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  that 
he  is  stepping  down 
effective  August  15.  He  confessed 
that  the  decision  wasn't  an  easy  one; 
he  had  wrestled  with  it  for  the  past 
two  years,  and  made  up  his  inind 
finally  at  4  am  on  the  day  before  the 
trustees  met.    He  and  Barbara  Moran 
drove  to  Chapel  Hill  later  that  day  to 
tell  CD.  Spangler,  president  of  the 
University  System,  of  their  decision. 
Fifteen  years  is  a  long  time  for  a 
chancellorship.  Dr.  Moran  told  the 
trustees  and  later  a  press  conference.

He  said  he  believes  the  University 
can  benefit  from  new  leadership  and 
fresh  ideas.  "All  I  have  to  offer,  I 
have  offered,"  he  said.  After  he 
became  chancellor  in  1979, 
Dr.  Moran  set  out  systematically  to 
strengthen  and  expand  the  physical 
and  academic  structure  of  the 
University.  His  achievements,  which 
include  eight  new  buildings,  are 
visible  everywhere  on  campus.  It's  a 
better  place.

On  Chancellor  Search  Committee 

The  twelve-member  committee 
headed  by  Katy  Gilmore  Bell  70,  chair  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  is  conducting 
a  national  search  for  a  new  chancellor 
includes  three  other  alumni. 

They  are  JoAnne  Smart  Drane  '60, 
Raleigh,  a  former  second  vice  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association;  Betty  Crawford 
Ervin  '50,  Morganton,  a  University  trustee 
and  former  president  of  the  Association; 
and  Anne  Hayes  Tate  '68,  Smithfield,  the 
current  Association  president  whose  term 
expires  in  July. 

The  committee  will  recommend 
probably  two  chancellor  candidates  to 
CD.

The  Teach-in 

Campus  Speech  by 
Kfialid  Muhammad  Prompts 
Panel  Discussion  of  Racism 


The  UNCG  faculty  resorted  to 
a  '60s  campus  institution  — 
the  teach-in  —  to  air  racial 
issues  raised  in  a  speech  in 
Aycock  Auditorium  spring 
semester  by  Klialid  Abdul 
Muhammad,  the  member  of  the 
Nation  of  Islam  who  was  condemned 
by  Congress  for  verbal  attacks  on 
Jewish  people. 

Dr.  Henry  Levinson,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Religious  Studies  and 
teach-in  moderator,  afterward 
appraised  the  somehmes  heated 
discussion  as  the  start  of  a  dialogue. 
"HopefuUy,  it  won't  be  the  end  of  it." 

Some  200  people  filled  joyner 
Lounge  in  Elliott  University  Center 
for  the  two-hour  exchange  of  views 
on  racism  and  anti-Semiticism. 

Khalid  Muhammad  had  spoken 
at  UNCG  at  the  invitation  of  Sammy 
Webb,  a  political  science  major,  who 
rented  Aycock  for  the  speech  after 
Student  Government  declined  to 
fund  the  event.  Klialid  Muhammed's 
speech  in  Aycock,  attended  by  some 
800  people,  contained  no  anti- 
Semetic  comments.  Nonetheless,  it 
caused  a  stir,  and  several  people 
picketed  in  front  of  the  auditorium. 

The  teach-in  was  held  the 
following  week  and  attracted  an 
audience  of  different  faiths  and  color 
from  across  the  Triad.  Exchanges 
among  the  audience  often  grew 
heated  and  voices  rose,  but  there  was 
serious  Ustening,  too.  Chancellor

Moran  was  among  the  hsteners,  as 
was  Provost  Donald  DeRosa. 

The  dialogue  touched  on  eco- 
nomics, the  legacy  of  slavery,  the 
oppression  of  blacks  and  Jews,  and 
the  teachings  of  the  Nation  of  Islam. 
The  panel  included  Minister  Willie 


Muhammed,  the  Greensboro  repre- 
sentative of  the  Nation  of  Islam. 

"I  think  Sammy  did  a  service," 
Dr.  Willie  Baber,  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Anthropology,  told  the 
largely  student  audience.  "You 
learned  something."

Jackson  Library 

Equipnnent  Grant  from  AT&T  Puts  New  Computers  in  Library 


That  empty  space  in  Jackson 
Library  across  from  the 
circulation  desk,  beyond 
the  potted  plants  where 
the  card  catalog  used  to  be, 
soon  will  be  filled.  A 
$106,000  equipment  grant  from 
AT&T  will  allow  the  library  to  open 
a  22-station  CD-ROM  computer  lab 
there.  The  lab  will  be  the  first  phase 
in  the  development  of  the  University 
Electronic  Center  for  Information 
Technology  and  Instruction.  Once  in 
place,  library  users  can  instantly 


search  and  retrieve  material  from 
hundreds  of  journals  and  the  joint 
holdings  of  thousands  of  libraries. 

The  last  files  of  the  card  catalog 
were  removed  last  summer.  Book 
searches  are  completely  computer- 
ized now,  and  access  to  the  electronic 
catalog  is  available  to  any  computer 
comiected  to  the  campus  network. 
Today  the  network  connects  48 
campus  buildings,  more  than  1,200 
microcomputers  and  workstations, 
700  terminals,  and  23  shared  network 
file  servers.

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In  1983,  during  my  first  semester  as  a 
graduate  student  in  the  Master  of  Fine 
Arts  in  Writing  program,  we  heard  Kelly 
Cherry,  a  1967  graduate  of  the  program, 
address  our  afternoon  workshop  while 
she  was  on  campus  to  speak  at  the 
Mclver  Conference. 

What  I  remember  most  about  that 
session  were  the  bumper  stickers 
someone  handed  out  that  said  "Read 
Kelly  Cherry,"  in  red  ink  on  white  slick 
paper.  I  still  have  the  bumper  sticker 
because  it  spoke  so  clearly  to  my  ambi- 
tions at  the  time,  and  speaks  now  to  the 
realities  that  have  shaped  those  ambitions 
in  the  past  decade. 

Although  we  can  easily  name  a  good 
number  of  the  fine  creative  writing 
teachers  who  have  been  integral  to  the 
English  Department  such  as  Allen  Tate 


and  Caroline  Gordon,  Peter  Taylor, 
Randall  Jarrell,  Robert  Watson  and  Fred 
Chappell,  and  the  cavalcade  of  famous 
writers  who  attended  the  Arts  Forum  and 
have  served  as  visiting  faculty,  it's 
challenging  to  identify  some  of  the 
students  who  have  attended  or  com- 
pleted the  Master  of  Fine  Arts  in  Writing 
program. 

One  reason  is  that  the  students 
return  to  their  homes  in  other  parts  of  the 
country  or  accept  teaching  posts  in  other 
states.  Secondly,  the  UNCG  program 
does  not  promise  to  produce  "marquee" 
or  even  professional  writers.  There's  not 
a  book  contract  waiting  when  you  turn  in 
your  thesis  —  you  better  have  a  day  job,  a 
teaching  appointment,  or  doctoral 
program  lined  up. 

The  third  and  most  important  reason 


is  that  anyone  who  attempts  to  produce 
writing  that  has  significance  and  perma- 
nence has  to  make  their  way  at  their  own 
pace,  often  outside  the  realm  of  commer- 
cial and  even  critical  acclaim.  Recogni- 
tion "catches  up"  to  the  writer,  and  it 
takes  things  like  bumper  stickers, 
readings  and  visiting  writer  gigs, 
constant  submission  of  work  to  journals 
and  magazines,  and  the  cultivation  of 
editors,  agents,  and  publishers,  and  all 
other  forms  of  tireless  self-promotion  to 
create  those  opportunities  of  public 
acclaim  for  your  very  private  efforts. 

Kelly  Cherry's  work  was  notable 
from  the  beginning.  She  has  the  distinc- 
tion of  appearing  in  the  first  four  issues  of 
The  Greciisbow  Revieiv  and  in  a  1968 
anthology,  Tlie  Greensboro  Render;  edited 
by  Robert  Watson  and  Gibbons  Ruark. 

Viking  Press  published  her  first 
novel  Sick  and  Full  of  Burning  in  1974,  and 
the  poems  that  appeared  in  many  literary 
journals  were  first  collected  in  Lovers  & 
Agnostics  in  1975.  In  the  almost  two 
decades  since  that  time  she  has  published 
twelve  other  books  of  short  fiction, 
novels,  poetry,  and  The  Exiled  Heart:  A 
Meditative  Autobiography. 

Her  short  fiction  has  been  repre- 
sented in  the  prize  anthologies  Best 
American  Short  Stories,  The  Pushcart  Prize 
and  Prize  Stories,  1994:  The  O'Henry 
Awards.  She  recently  received  the  Hanes 
Prize  from  the  Fellowship  of  Southern 
Writers  for  a  body  of  work  in  poetry. 

Currently  Evjue-Bascom  Professor  in 
the  Humanities  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  Madison,  Kelly  Cherry  was 
asked  to  be  the  featured  speaker  at  the 
Friends  of  Jackson  Library  annual  dinner 
meeting. 

What  distinguishes  Kelly  Cherry's 
work  as  a  writer  is  her  ability  to  work 
successfully  in  many  different  literary 
forms.  Her  achievement  lies  in  the  subtle 
structuring  of  language  and  intellect 
around  the  unreliable  but  essential 
realms  of  narrative  and  personal  feeling. 
She  has  the  capability  to  know  herself 
and  the  Other,  and  bring  it  back  to  the 
rest  of  us  boldly.

We 
are  still  in  a  period  of  orderly  transi- 
tion towards  independence,  with  a 
renewed  sense  of  support  from  the 
University.  The  Chancellor  ex- 
pressed his  commitment  to  seeing 
that  the  Alumni  Association  suc- 
ceeds. The  value  of  the  Alumni 
Association  to  the  University  and  of 
alumni  participation  and  involve- 
ment with  the  University  is  reaf- 
firmed time  and  again.  The  sense  of 
cooperation  and  support  from  the 
Administration  is  clear.  There  are 
still  many  details  to  be  worked  out 
(at  the  time  of  this  writing),  but  I  am 
assured  that  the  University  will 
continue  to  assist  us  financially  for  a 
while  longer  as  we  gradually  assume 
fiscal  responsibility  for  our  publica- 
tions, programs,  and  services,  and 
continue  to  educate  our  alumni  about 


annual  membership  dues  and  build 
our  membership  base.  It  is  the 
support  from  the  University  that  will 
allow  our  Association  to  continue  its 
regeneration  without  having  to  be 
totally  self-supporting  as  of  this  July 
1, 1994,  as  originally  scheduled. 
There  is  still  much  to  be  done  to 
achieve  our  goals  and  ensure  our 
success.  Our  members  need  to 
encourage  other  alumni  to  join  the 
Association,  because  increasing 
membership  is  an  important  area  for 
growth  for  us.  It  is  the  cooperative 
spirit  from  the  University,  our 
members,  and  all  alumni  that  will 
nourish  our  rebirth  and  growth. 

Those  of  us  who  live  in  North 
Carolina  are  aware  of  the  University 
Bond  issue  that  was  passed  in 
November,  (thanks  to  all  of  you  who 
got  out  to  vote)  which  will  provide 
money  for  new  buildings,  additions, 
and  renovations  on  all  sixteen  UNC 
campuses.  This  money  provides 
opportunities  on  each  campus  to 
address  needs  for  capital  improve- 
ments for  which  there  has  been  no 
money  in  five  years.  At  UNCG,  we 
will  have  a  new  building  for  the 
School  of  Music,  which  is  long 
overdue  and  full  of  exciting  possibili- 
ties. On  each  campus,  I  sense  that 
there  is  this  same  feeling  of  excite- 
ment and  anticipation  about  their 
own  projects.  This  not  only  provides 
a  time  for  growth  on  our  campuses.

but  will  boost  our  state's  economy 
and  the  building  industry  —  another 
case  of  rejuvenation  on  several  fronts. 

As  I  reviewed  the  outcome  of  the 
election  in  November,  I  was  troubled 
to  see  that  the  bond  issue  passed  by  a 
rather  slim  margin.  While  each 
community  where  the  sixteen  cam- 
puses is  located  approved  the  bond 
issue,  voters  in  many  other  areas  of 
the  state  did  not.  The  Council  of 
UNC  Alumni  Association  Presidents, 
among  others,  has  voiced  concern 
about  this,  and  has  recently  discussed 
ways  to  encourage  our  alumni  (some 
600,000  strong)  to  be  more  vocally 
supportive  of  the  University  and  the 
many  ways  in  has  positively  influ- 
enced them  and  impacted  their  lives. 
Not  only  have  our  individual  experi- 
ences helped  shape  our  own  lives,  but 
so  have  UNC  graduates  positively 
influenced  the  quality  of  life  in  our 
communities,  our  state,  and  beyond. 
Especially  for  those  of  us  in  NC,  our 
University  graduates  impact  the 
health,  economy,  and  cultural, 
educational,  and  civic  environment  of 
our  state.  It  is  time  for  all  of  us  to  let 
our  friends,  neighbors,  and  communi- 
ties know  that  our  University  alumni 
make  a  difference  in  their  lives.  Each 
of  us  can  make  a  difference  this 
spring  by  renewing  interest  in  and 
support  for  our  University  system, 
and  especially  UNCG,  its  contri- 
butions to  the  state,  and  its  excellent 
programs  available  to  potential 
students. 

On  a  more  personal  scale,  I  hope 
that,  this  spring,  each  of  you  will 
renew  your  commitment  to  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion and  UNCG.  We  are  truly 
interdependent,  and  each  deserves 
your  support  at  this  important  time 
in  our  collective  futures,  as  we  each 
undergo  transition  and  changes.  I

have  briefly  explained  the  current 
supportive  position  of  the  Adminis- 
tration toward  the  Akmini  Associa- 
tion. I  encourage  your  support  for 
UNCG  as  it  prepares  for  a  change  in 
its  leadership.  As  many  of  you  may 
already  know.  Chancellor  Moran 
announced  his  resignation  in  Febru- 
ary, effective  August  15.  We  need

Asks: 

We've  all  heard  about  the 
left  brain/right  brain  concept  — 
that  the  left  side  of  the  brain 
controls  logic  and  linear 
thinking  while  the  right  side  is 
in  charge  of  creativity  and 
emotion. 

Is  there  a  test  to  determine 
whether  a  person  is  "right- 
brained"  or  "left-brained"? 
Would  it  be  helpful  to  know  our 
brain  dominance  before  we 
begin  charting  a  career?  Am  I 
stuck  with  my  brain  dominance 
or  can  the  other  hemisphere  be 
trained  to  be  the  dominant 
one?

Answers: 

Most  of  our  scientific  knowl- 
edge about  hemispheric  brain 
dominance  has  been  derived  from 
animals  and  from  brain-injured  or 
split-brain  patients.   However,  a 
number  of  observations,  which  are 
statistical  in  nature,  have  been 
made  on  individuals  with  healthy 
intact  brains. 


One  of  the  easiest  but  admit- 
tedly not  very  accurate  procedures 
used  to  test  normal  people  is  to 
have  the  person  perform  some  task 
which  engages  one  hemisphere 
more  than  the  other,  and  to  ob- 
serve her  or  his  eye  and  hand 
movements. 

For  example,  when  a  right- 
handed  person  is  asked  to  explain 
the  meaning  of  a  word  or  sentence, 
thereby  activating  the  left  hemi- 
sphere more  than  the  right,  the 
eyes  tend  to  turn  toward  the  right 
and  the  right  hand  moves  more 
than  the  left.   Conversely,  when 
asked  to  count  the  number  of 
houses  on  the  block  where  one 
lives,  thus  activating  the  right  hemi- 
sphere more  than  the  left,  the  eyes 
tend  to  move  left  and  the  left  hand 
is  the  more  active. 

As  another  example,  a  right- 
handed  person  makes  relatively 
more  movements  with  the  right 
hand  than  with  the  left  when 
arranging  block  letters  to  form  as 
many  words  as  possible  —  a  left- 
hemisphere  dominant  task.   When 
arranging  puzzle  pieces  to  make  a 
picture,  a  right-hemisphere 
dominant  task,  the  person  makes 
mostly  left-hand  movements. 
Results  obtained  from  left-handers 
are  less  consistent. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  brain 
dominance  can  be  changed  through 
training.    Fortunately,  such  training 
is  not  necessary,  because  hemi- 
spheric dominance  is  not  and  all- 
or-none  condition.   Even  though 
the  right  hemisphere  is  more  active 
for  some  tasks  and  the  left  hemi- 
sphere for  others,  each  of  us  uses 
both  hemispheres  in  an  interactive 
way  when  we  perform  any  task. 
The  relative  degree  of  hemispheric 
activity  changes  many  times 
throughout  the  day  and  from  task 
to  task.  Thus,  it  is  probably  incor- 
rect to  think  of  ourselves  as  being 
"right-brained"  or  "left-brained."

The  magazine  Btisijicss  Week  has  reported  how 
Sharon,  vice  president  of  customer  services  at  Duke 
Power  Co.,  has  made  the  utility  more  responsive  to 
customers  as  well  as  employees.  The  service  center  in 
north  Charlotte  with  a  500-person  staff  now  operates  24 
hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  Yet  instead  of  swing 
shifts  there  are  22  different  work  schedules  which 
employees  bid  on  yearly,  based  on  seniority:  For 
example  five  8-hour  days,  four  10-hour  days,  and  three 
12-hour  days. 

"I  saw  an  opportunity  to  create  an  environment  I 
wanted  to  work  in,"  Sharon  told  Business  Week.  "We 
needed  to  recognize  that  people  have  lives."  The  staff  is 
75  percent  female  and  averages  33  years  of  age.

Staff  is  not  required  to 
obtain  a  supervisor's  approval  for  swapping  shifts. 
"They're  adults,"  Sharon  says.  "As  I  treat  my  team,  that's 
how  they're  going  to  treat  the  customer,"

Dr.  Jack  I.  Bardon 

1925-1993 


For  Dr.  Jack  I.  Bardon  high  standards  of  ethical 
conduct,  professional  responsibility,  and  basic 
fairness  were  not  abstractions.  They  were  the  stuff  of 
everyday  life,  what  he  lived  by  out  of  habit,  disposition, 
temperament,  but,  above  all,  conviction.  He  believed  these 
qualities  were  of  the  utmost  importance  in  his  personal  life 
and  professional  field,  counselor  education,  and  in  his  soft- 
spoken  way  made  the  point  with  grace,  wit,  and  example 
to  students  and  colleagues  at  UNCG,  across  the  nation,  and 
abroad. 

Through  the  decades  before  his  retirement  from  the 
faculty  in  1991,  Dr.  Bardon  —  everybody  called  him  "Jack" 
—  was  a  major  figure  and  pioneer  in  the  field  of  school 
psychology.  He  had  earned  an  international  reputation  for 
his  work.  The  National  Association  of  School  Psychologists 
presented  him  with  with  a  special  award  in  1991  for 
lifetime  contributions  to  the  field.  The  American  Psycho- 
logical Association  in  1981  gave  him  an  award  for  "Distin- 
guished Contributions  to  Applied  Psychology  in  Profes- 
sional Practice."  He  received  an  award  from  the  American 
Board  of  Professional  Psychology  for  "Distinguished 
Contributions  to  Psychology."  He  chaired  the  American 
Psychological  Association  Board  of  Professional  Affairs  and 
served  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  National  Register  of 
Health  Service  Providers  in  Psychology. 

Before  he  joined  the  UNCG  faculty  in  1976  as  an 
Excellence  Fund  Professor,  Dr.  Bardon  had  been  at  Rutgers 
where  he  created  a  nationally  recognized  doctoral  program 
in  school  psychology  and  founded  the  Journal  of  School 
Psychology.  He  was  a  native  of  Cleveland,  and  earned  his 
PhD  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

At  his  death  at  age  68  on  November  8, 1993,  Dr.  Bardon 
was  UNCG  Excellence  Foundation  Professor  Emeritus  in 
the  Department  of  Counseling  and  Educational  Develop- 
ment. 

Jack  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  forty-five  years,  Carla 
Helene  Bardon  of  Greensboro,  two  daughters,  and  three 
grandchildren.  The  Bardon  family  requests  that  memorial 
contributions  be  made  to  the  Dr.  Jack  Irving  Bardon 
Scholarship  Fund  through  the  Development  Office  at 
The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro.

The  Woman's  College  was  a 
cornerstone  in  the  life  of  Betty 
Brown  Jester,  and  she  was  a  building 
block  in  the  life  of  the  institution.  A 
member  of  a  depression  era  class, 
Betty  captured  the  significance  of 
education.  She  had  such  a  belief  in 
the  mission  of  the  College  that  she 
actually  lived  by  the  ideals  it 
embodied. 

Betty  knew  many  former 
students  from  her  days  as  manager  of 
the  College  Bookstore  and  she  was 
warmly  welcomed  by  the  alumnae. 
She  invited  alumnae  to  come  home  to 
the  College  and  to  the  Alumni  House. 
They  came  by  the  hundreds,  and  ash 
trays  were  placed  in  the  House! 

Mrs.  Jester  had  excellent  business 
skills  as  well  as  leadership  ability. 
Domesticity  did  not  appeal  to  her. 
She  was  one  of  those  early  women 
who  found  her  place  to  be  in  the 
work  world. 

Betty  believed  that  alumnae  must 
be  informed  in  order  to  serve  the 
College.  Alumnae  chapters  were 
activated  or  begun  across  the  state 
and  nation.  Dean  Katherine  Taylor 
and  Mrs.  Jester  formed  a  travel  team 
to  carry  the  College  to  the  alumnae. 
Faculty  members  from  various 
departments  often  accompanied 
them.  A  renewal  of  enthusiasm  and 
of  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
College  increased.  It  seemed  like  a 
continuous  commencement  on 
campus! 

Betty  knew  how  to  communicate 
with  others  in  the  purest  sense  of  the 
word  —  she  simply  cared  deeply  for 
people.  She  did  not  seek  more  for 
herself  than  she  sought  for  others. 
She  did  not  fail  to  offer  encourage- 
ment and  to  give  support  to  young 
people. 

Following  her  retirement,  she 
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Betty  Brown  Jester 


spent  many  years  in  the  family 
business.  This  enabled  her  to  be  near 
her  beloved  husband,  Carlton,  and 
her  two  fine  sons,  John  and  Jim. 
Working  together  did  not  appear  to 
be  a  problem  for  the  Jesters.  Betty 
and  Carlton  adored  their  two 
daughters-in-law  who  were  also  part 
of  the  team.  Their  daughter,  Martha 
Sparks  Jester  Mader  '58  and  her 
family  have  lived  in  England  for 
several  years. 

When  her  health  began  to  fail,  the 
telephone  enabled  Betty  to  keep  in 
touch  with  alumnae  as  she 
encouraged  them  to  support  the 
College.  Though  her  eyes  grew 
weak,  her  vision  for  UNCG  was 
never  diminished. 

Betty  and  1  cherished  our 
working  relationship  and  our 
friendship.  She  was  my  friend  for 
life.

Betty  Burton  Brown  and  I  were 
born  in  the  same,  year,  1910  in 
Greensboro,  NC,  ten  days  apart.  We 
grew  up  in  a  small  friendly  town  of 
less  than  20,000  people.  Our  paths 
converged  in  junior  high  school  and 
ran  parallel  in  Greensboro  High 
School  and  NCCW  (as  UNCG  was 
then  called).

1  am  sure  she  could  have,  and  would 
have,  in  today's  world  gone  on  to  edit 
the  News  &  Record  and  possibly  The 
Washington  Post.  In  high  school  the 
flappers  were  all  envious  of  Betty 
because  she  dated  the  president  of 
the  senior  class. 

When  I  moved  back  to 
Greensboro  in  the  late  forties  Betty 
was  Alumnae  Secretary  of  the 
Woman's  College,  Miss  Clara  Byrd's 
successor.  In  the  years  since 
graduation  Betty  had  worked  in  the 
college  bookshop,  married  Carlton 
Jester,  and  started  her  family,  taking 
care  of  it  during  the  war  years  while 
Carlton  was  off  with  the  Navy. 

Betty's  good  business  sense  as 
well  as  her  friendly  and  kind  nature 
made  her  a  great  success  as  Alumnae 
Secretary.  It  was  uncanny  that  she 
could  remember  so  many  names  and 
faces.  The  job  was  demanding  and 
Betty  gave  of  herself  unstintingly.  It 
was  a  changing  time  at  the  College. 
Well  do  I  remember  young  Bill 
Friday,  sent  up  by  Billy  Carmichael 


from  Chapel  Hill,  to  help  us  organize 
the  original  Alumnae  Fund. 

Betty  always  had  good  help  at 
home  but  after  just  a  few  years  she 
decided  to  resign  and  devote  herself 
to  her  family.  She  became  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  family  business.  The 
Jester  Company.  Since  the  business 
was  conducted  from  her  residence, 
she  planned  and  often  helped 
prepare  luncheons  each  working  day 
for  the  office  staff,  which  in  later 
years  included  both  her  sons  and 
often  one  or  two  daughters-in-law. 
She  and  Carlton  made  trips  to  the 
local  Farmers'  Market  for  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables.  They  also  enjoyed 
business  trips  together;  they  loved  to 
play  bridge.  I  was  fortunate  in  the 
last  few  years  before  Carlton's  death 
to  join  them  with  another  friend  for 
Sunday  lunch  now  and  then  at  a  local 
restaurant. 

Although  her  family  always  came 
first,  Betty  never  lost  interest  in  the 
University  and  was  often  involved  in 
Alumni  Affairs.  She  gave  invaluable 
help  in  planning  reunions  for  the 
Class  of  1931.  Of  our  classmates, 
only  Betty  Brown  Jester  and  Eloise 
Ward  Phelps  were  given  the 
prestigious  Alumni  Service  Award  by 
the  Alumni  Association.  Several 
years  ago  she  and  Carlton  set  up  a 
scholarship  at  the  University  in  her 
name. 

Betty  was  handicapped  by  illness 
in  her  last  years.  Her  family  gave  her 
wonderful  support  and  she  adjusted 
well.  She  was  cheerful  and 
uncomplaining  and  always  interested 
in  those  around  her. 
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Betty  Jester  possessed  an  enormous 
capacity  for  feeling  and 
expressing  affection  and  loyalty, 
within  her  special  universe  of  family 
and  friends  and  the  Woman's 
College.  Her  love  was  active  rather 
than  passive.  If  she  liked  you,  you 
were  among  the  elect,  embraced  by 
her  warmth,  intelligence,  good 
humor,  candor,  and  strength.  On  the 
other  hand,  she  did  not  suffer  fools 
gladly  (though  usually  with 
courteous  reserve).  In  her  utterly 
comfortable  manner,  she  pursued  the 
grand  work  of  enjoying  and 
nurturing  and  inspiring  those  she 
favored  with  her  felicitous  attention. 

I  know  these  things  from  a 
childhood  in  Greensboro  during 
which  Betty  was  my  second  mother. 
My  parents  were  longtime  friends  of 
the  Jesters  and  their  son  John  was  my 
contemporary.  There  were  few 
weekends  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  twelve  that  I  did  not  spend  in 
their  remarkable  home,  which  was 
suffused  with  Betty's  spirit.  The  big 
house  at  2202  West  Market  Street 
echoed  with  laughter.  You  can  tell  a 
lot  about  a  person  from  their  laugh, 
and  Betty's  was  as  genuinely  warm 
as  they  come,  especially  when 
matched  with  the  timbre  of  husband 
Carlton's  more  assertive  one.  It  was 
glorious  to  be  a  child  in  her  presence. 
She  loved  children:  Three  of  her 
own,  one  niece  by  de  facto  adoption, 
and  me  for  a  time. 

Betty  was,  by  many  measures,  a 
"liberated  woman,"  ahead  of  the 
times.  Her  unassuming  disdain  for 


certain  hateful  conventions  was 
displayed  in  her  relationships  with 
the  black  women  who  worked  as 
housekeeper-nursemaid-cook  in  her 
home:  First  Vali  and  then  Frances. 
She  transcended  southern  tradition 
by  ensuring  that  those  two  women 
knew  they  were  highly  valued  and 
genuinely  respected.  For  example, 
Betty's  day  invariably  included 
sharing  several  cups  of  coffee  and 
cigarettes  with  Frances,  seated 
together  at  the  kitchen  table.  As  a 
product  of  that  largely  unrecon- 
structed era,  I  was  startled  at  first  to 
encounter  two  women,  one  white  and 
one  black,  conversationally  relating 
so  comfortably  and  naturally,  just 
two  women  apparently  oblivious  to 
racial  difference.  You  see,  at  least  as 
evidenced  in  that  microcosm,  Betty 
really  did  instinctively  respond  to  the 
"content  of  a  person's  character, 
rather  than  the  color  of  her  skin." 

Betty  had  her  own  professional 
career,  which  revolved  around  her 
beloved  college,  first  as  manager  of 
the  bookstore  and  later  as  secretary  of 
the  Alumnae  Association.  But  her 
loving  and  critical  regard  for  that 
institution  was  signified  best, 
perhaps,  by  the  skill  and  tenacitv 
with  which  she  led  the  effort,  in 
company  with  Virginia  Lathrop  and 
several  other  stalwarts,  to  rid  the 
campus  of  a  chancellor  who  "simply 
would  not  do."  While  I  did  not 
understand  their  import  until  many 
years  later,  I  recall  vividly  from 
childhood  the  marathon  long- 
distance telephone  calls  in  which 
Betty  engaged  during  so  many 
weekends,  arranging  the  departure  of 
that  hapless  chief  executive.  (John 
and  I  once  clocked  an  uninterrupted 


six  hours  and  twenty  minutes  with 
Virginia,  across  the  lines  in 
Asheville.)  And  she  prevailed. 

The  years  passed  and  our  paths 
diverged,  but  she  was  always  there, 
with  a  note  congratulating  me  on 
some  milestone,  or  a  big  hug  and  lots 
of  questions  during  my  occasional 
visits  to  her  home,  and  so  much  that  I 
carry  inside,  absorbed  osmotically 
from  those  early  years. 

Those  of  you  who  didn't  know 
Betty  Jester  should  have.  Those  of  us 
who  did  will  miss  her  terribly. 
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
